A German court 
ruled that Italy and Germany were 
actually, though not formally, at 
It was reported unofficially 
that Germany had taken charge of 
the defense of Trieste. A more defin- 
ite indication was the severance last 
month of the cOmumercial agree- 
ment providing for mutual respect 
of the rights of each other’s sub- 
jects. The final step was the send- 
ing of Italian troops to Saloniki. 
Italy and Germany severed diplo- 
matic relations last year. 

Italy’s action probably witil have 
little effect in the military situa- 
tion in the immediate future, al- 
though as the war goes on it may 
have a more important bearing.

Having committed herself already to 
the Macedonian campaign, Italy's 
step is of no significance as respects 
that theater of war.

SELF-CONFIDENCE. 

That there may be more than self- 
confidence in this claim of the rail- 
roads is shown by the change in 
the claims of the brotherhoods.

THE BIG QUESTION. 

The one big question being asked 
in Washington tonight is, what win 
the President do in the case of a 
strike? This question is being in- 
vestigated by his legal advisers. 
There have been many rumors of 
the possibility of Federal receiver- 
ship of the railroads, and of the cre- 
ation of a peace comitatus com- 
posed of all the workers on the 
roads from president to trainmen 
and forcing them to run the roads.

Nationalization of Industry is 
Dictator’s Aim. 


Screws Being Pressed Hard 
on Alien Holders. 


Evident Plan is to Drive Out 


Foreign Investment. 


(SPECIAL 
TAMPICO (Mex.) Aug. 25.—Ir- 
respective of the public assurances 
that were given from time to time 
by high officials of the de facto 
government that no undue burdens 
of taxation or otherwise would be 
placed upon foreign investments in 
this country and that the bringing 
of outside capital to the republic 
would continue to be welcomed and 
encouraged, the attitude and acts of 
the men in authority, including, first 
of all, Gen. Carranza. are directly 
opposite the protestations of friend- 
liness that have been made toward 
the country’s re- 
Evér since Carranza obtained con- 
trol.of the oil-producing region of 
Mexico, the foreign oil interests here 
have been hoping against hope that 
he would not oppress them to a de- 
gree of driving them out of the 
country. For several months he 
and the other dictators of the de 
facto government have been gradu- 
ally “putting the screws” to the 
American and British oll invegt- 
ments in the Tampico territory. One 
decree after another was issued, all 
bearing down more or less upon 
these large interests. The point was 
some time ago that no 
owner or lessee of oil land in Mexi- 
co could bore a well without the 
express consent of the government. 
The preliminaries involved the filing 
‘with the government representative 
in the field of a survey of the land 
and various other annoying and 
more or less oppressive details. 
DECREE CONFORMS FEARS. 


Now comes the official announce- 
ment from the City of Mexico that 
it really is planned by Carranza to 
nationalize the oil industry of Mexi- 
co at the earliest possible moment. 
It had been reported for several 
months that he had this revolution- 
ary and socialistic plan in view, but 
the oil operators refused to believe 
that the de facto government would 
go that far. Copies of an official 
decree, which has just been pub- 
lished by the Carranza government, 
have been received here. It an- 
nounces that no more oll concessions 
will be granted. The decree con- 
cludes with the following significant 
statement: 


“The production of petroleum is to 
be exclusively a national matter. 
The industry shall hereafter be di- 
rected. by the Mexican authorities 
for the benefit of the Mexican peo- 

le.” 


What procedure the de facto gov- 
ernment will adopt to carry out its 
declared purpose of nationalizing the 
oll industry remains to be seen. It 
is believed here that it will not at- 
tempt to interfere with existing in- 
vestments further than to oppress 
them with taxation and other means 
to the point of con 

BIGGEST REVENUE SOURCE. 

It is from the oll industry, even 
in its present limited condition, that 
the de facto government is obtain- 
ing the bulk of its revenue, If by 
any means Carranza could obtain 
control of the producing wells, pipe 
lines, refiperies and other sources of 
wealth belonging to the industry, he 
would have a bonanza, unequalled 
by any government in the world. 

Back of all the fighting that has 
been going on in Mexico during the 
last five years are the oil fields. 
This industry and its future pos- 
sibilities are the hidden issue of 
Mexican politics and revolutions to- 
day. It is believed by many well- 
informed people that it was competi- 
tion and jealousy between two great 
oll corporations that brought on the 
revolution of Francisco I. Madero, 
Jr., and resulted in the overthrow 
of the Diaz regime. Certain oil in- 
terests of Mexico are known to have 
given their support to the opposition 
that brought about the downfall of 
Madero. Since then the oli industry 
das been more or less mixed up in 
every turn of political events in this 
country. By this it is not meant that 
the foreign oil investors themselves 
have aligned themselves one way or 
the other in the contending internal 
strife, but the native political lead- 


ers are seeking a goal which has 


the Tampico oll fields for its shining 
beacon. 


GEN. NAFARRATE IN 
PRISON AS MURDERER.

HE LOT OF JAPAN, ITS DANGERS. 

Were it not for the overwhelming in- 
terest in the great war m Europe the at- 
tention of the world would be focused upon 
the Orient, where Japan is hatching great 
plots. Americans are a people notoriously 
uninformed upon foreign politics. There 
fore, it has only lately dawned upon us that 
these plots may concern the United States. 
We have answered this disclosure with a 
shriek of dismay. 

There is genuine occasion for concern 
on account of our relations with Japan; 
but no cause for excitement. The way to 
meet the coming Japanese crisis is not by 
fluttering around in agitated circles like 
a dying chicken, nor with ostrich indiffer- 
ence. A not inconsiderable part of the 
public seems to have the idea that to talk 
about war will bring it. 

The contrary is true. To talk about it 
in a cool, frank way is to matertally lessen 
the dangers of such a war coming to pass. 
It is for us to recognize that much is to 
be said on the side of Japan. This tiny 
empire has only a desperate chance to sur- 
vive in the fearful contest of the nations. 
In all human probability, she will rise to 
an equal seat among the peoples of the 
earth, stick there for a perilous and totter- 
ing period and then fall. As sane and prac- 
tical people, the Japanese no doubt see the 
handicaps that beset them and lurk for 
them in the future. Only the bravest 
spirits would have the courage to face 80 
vast a problem. Japan has shown that 
courage.

In 
spite of the bragging and the strutting of 
some of her yellow journalists, it is a mat- 
ter of common sense to suppose that Japan 
reads this war even more than we do. 
Wars have come to be struggles between 
the ultimate resources of the contestants. 
It ig no longer the most expert army which 
alone can bring triumph, The modern war 
is a war in which finances, the ability to 
produce food, and to manufacture ammu- 
nition count to the fullest. 

That Japan, which is the size of the State 
of Montana, and without money or re 
sources, welcomes such a struggle with 
rich and powerful, though unmilitary, 
America, is an absurdity to suppose. Yet, 
if she has to, she is prepared to meet the 
issue bravely. 

It is for us, also, to meet the issue with 
courage and without shrinking. We could 
easily avoid the whole business by modify- 
ing the terms of our immigration laws 
somewhat, and by openly declaring our 
abandonment of the open “door policy in 
China. Yet are we prepared to pay this

“BISBEE (Ariz.) Aug. 25.—Now 
that the Copper Queen and Calumet 
and Arizona companies have rather 
well defined the bottom of the great 
Ume stratum wherein the wonderful 
sulphide copper lenses are found in 
ever deepening shafts toward the 
eastward, there is a disposition to 
look into the upper strata for metal 
values.

THAN YEARS. 


HE latest weekly bulletin of the 
department of petroleum and 
gas, California State Mining 


Bureau, says: 

More interest is being shown, ac- 
cording to State Mining Bureau re- 
porta, in oll developments than at 
any time during the past three or 
four years, especially in the drilling 
being done in outlying districts. The 
fields along the Coast are attracting 
particular attention, several Wild- 
eat wells being drilled in the Santa 
Maria, Ventura and Los Angeles re- 
gions. There is little or no indica- 
tion of such rash and timed 
boom conditions as existed several 
years ago, leading to overproduction 
and wasted money. . 

A recent accident at a well in the 
Belridge field, where the casing col- 
lapsed, pointedly calls attention to 
the requirements of the bureau, 
which has taken great pains to in- 
form operators that facts as to well 
conditions should be promptly fur- 
nished in order that proper steps 
may be taken to protect and eco- 
nomically develop oil lands subject 
to damage from water. The exact 
cause of this particular, though not 
uncommon, accident is somewhat 
obecure, but as it oceurred during 
the time that the bureau was await- 
ing receipt of tardy information, in 
erder to pass upon the method of 
cementing, attention was 


called to the case. It will result in 
no change of procedure by the bu- 
reau, which has repeatedly called at- 
tention to the fact that its work 


can only be of full value to opera- 


tors when it ig promptly furnished 
with all information. The bureau 
does not wish to play the role of a 
policeman or detective, but is in the 
same position as a consulting engi- 
neer regularly employed by all the 
operators,

show seven new wells started during 
the week ending August 19, 1916, 
making a total of 463 since the first 
of the year.
